Natural Resources Bulletin 
Liquid Condensate from Natural Gas 
important Article of Commerce 

Tho Natural Resources Intelligence 
Service of the Department of the In- 
terlor at Ottawa says: : 

When natural gas was first struck 
fm Pennsylvania and Ohio, they were 
already two of the most populous and 
enterprising states in the Union. <A 
very different condition exists In East 
Central and Northwest Alberta where 
already the flow of a large supply of 
gas is assured, but the field of useful- 
ness limited. 

The ideal way to utilize natural gas 
is for domestic heating, lighting and 
cooking, and as a fuel in the develop- 
ment of power for manufacturing 
plants. But before this can_be done 
there must exist both the population 
and the factories within a reasonable 
distance, say 100 miles, to consume 
sufficient gas and to pay a price high 
enough to wararnt the eperation of 
the field and the investment requisite 
to the laying of the pipe line. 

If, however, there is nothing to be 
done at present In this direction, and 
the gas 1s to be utilized, the manufac- 
ture of commodities for which there 
is a continuous demand, such as gaso- 
line and carbon-black, is the next best 
thing. Twenty years ago it was the 
common experience both in the Pitts- 
burg and the Ontarlo gas well district, 
that in the cold weather when a good 
flow of gas was required the presence 
of a liquid condensate that accumulat- 
ed in the low places on the pipe line, 
interfered with the steady flow, and 
necessitated pumping out or draining 
at intervals. Nobody realized then 
that in a few years’ time this liquid 
would become an important article of 
commerce, and would add millions of 
dollars to the income of the natural 
gas producers. 

Since 1904 various processes for ob- 
taining gasoline from natural gas have 
been in operation, the object being -to 
extract it at the wells before entering 
the pipe line.. Improvements have 
continually been made, and in a prop- 
erly designed and carefully operated 
plant it is now possible to recover 
from 87 to 95 per cent. of the gaso- 
line contained in the gas.

Ominous Featunss of Modern Lite 
That Gives Reason for Serious 
Anxiety 

A recent article in| Current His. 
tory discusses this subject under the 
arresting tile, “The Decline of Mod- 
ern Civilization,” and recently Prin. 
cipal Bruce Taylor of Queen's Univer. 
sity safd he “doubted if the so-calted 
progress of this age, which Is ‘taken 
for granted, is really as manifest as 
it is believed to be.” 

What is the cause of all this quos- 
tioning? Probably the most import. 
ant reason is the war, which camo 
as a severe shock to those who 
thought that the fabric of modern 
enlightenment was too strong to be 
destroyed, With the war, perhaps 
because of the war, have come gey- 
eral ominous features of modern Life 
that tend to give reason to serious 
anxlety. Some of these are diseuss- 
ed fn the article referred to above, 

The most directly vital fs said to be 
the relaxation of family ties. The 
basis of true civilization is the fan 
ily, with its emphasis on parental dis. 
cipline and filfal submission. But to- 
day forees are at work which disin- 
tegrate family life. The prevalence 
of divorce and the impatience of ro- 
straint on the part of young people 
are serious facts which make for the 
destruction of the fruit of true society. 

The writer goes on to say that 
another gerfous potent {s the {n- 
creaso of defectives and ineapables 
{hrough “uncontrolled sex selection 
in marriage.” Other features are 
“the drift of population from {he 
country to the city,” with the loss of 
“the sturdiness and independence of 
a preponderating rural life.” 

But perhaps the gravest feature of 
present-day life ts the prevailing dis- 
respect for law among all classes, re- 
spectable as well as criminal. Cow).

cline of public spirli.” as seen in 
“the apathy which prevafls in re 
gard to public measures.” 

Yet none of these explanations 
gets down to the fundamental cause 
of our troubles. The base reason 
for these sad and deplorable features 
is the lack of character which in 
turn comes from the lack of truce ro 
ligion. Life today 1s largely occupled 
with what a man possesses or can ac- 
complish, while the primary essential 
is what he is, his character, not )j5 
reputation or his means or his posj- 
tion.-Toronto Globe.

‘The Minister of Infmigration has de- 
cided to use the organization of the 
Soldier Settlement Board for the pur-

On the instructions of the depart- 
ment, the beard has now commenced 
a definite survey of all provinces, for 
the purpose of securing the names of 
farmers who are likely to desire farm 
help in the spring. These farmers 
will be invited to submit applications 
for farm help. The applications will 
be tabulated, the information thus ob- 
tained being furnished to the immigra- 
tion authoriiies overseas in order that 
the flow of agricultural help may be 
regulated and directed to the districts) 
in which it is required. 

The board has also been given the) 
duty of receiving and distributing this 
immigrant farm help on its arrival in 
the spring. Jn order that this may} 
be done, advices will be forwarded | 
from overseas of the names, destina- 
tions and dates of sailing of agricul) 
tvral immigrants.

Food Situation | In Germany 


Germany Has Made | It Hard to Food 


Her Own People 

According to Secretary Hoover's 
agent in Germany three disturbing 
factors enter Into the food situation 
in that country. One is the inability 
of the government or of private firms 
to finance the usual margin of food 
imports. Another is the breakdown 
of the currency which has interrupted 
the distribuiion of domestic food sup- 
plies. The third is unemployment, 
which has decreased the ability of 
large classes to buy food. 

It is only the bare truth to say that 
all these troubles were inflicted upon 
the German people by thelr govern- 
ment, The German harvest this year 
was above the average. Nine and a 
half million tons of bread grains were 
produced, conipared with seven mil- 
lion tons last year. The potato crop 
fell off from forty-one million tons to 
thirty mililons and the sugar crop 
from 1,450,000 tons to 1,200,000. But 
Mr. Hoover's representative notes “a 
considerable use gf potatoes for indus- 
trial purposes,” which indicates that 
there is little real fear of a searcity 
in that staple.

From present indications the rall- 
ways will pay to their employees in 
Canada alone this year $18,000,000 
more in wages and salaries than they 
did in 1922. This is something more 
than a mere guess; it is based on fig- 
ures issued by the Dominion Bureau 
of Statistics for the first nine months 
of 1923. ‘ 

The railways have been employing 
more men than did in 1922, this being 
due to the general increase in traffic, 
especially to the big grain crops in 
the west. In September, indeed, 
when the crop movement was not as 
heavy as in the same month last Ages 
the employees numbered 177,122, a 
compared with 172,676. So, while pa 
as many during 1922, there was a heav- 
ier general movement of all merchan- 
dise. 

In September the payroll was $31,- 
125,316, or $790,221 over that for Sep- 
tember, 1922. For the nine months it
